the weather bureau under the super¬ 
vision of Mr. Floyd D. Young, meteor¬ 
ologist are engaged in various dis¬ 
tricts in Southern California in mak¬ 
ing investigations which are to extend 
over a period ol live years and which 
when completed will oirer expert 
knowledge for the benefit of all fruit 
growers. Last wintei, cold weather 
which caught many growers unpre¬ 
pared to light it, caused great damage 
and has spurred on the eilorts of the 
weather bureau to be of greater as¬ 
sistance than eve, before, this year. 

Charles I. Llague, meteorologist, has 
oeen assigned to this work in the San 
Cabriel Valley district with headquar¬ 
ters at Azusa. Mr. Dague is estab¬ 
lishing thirty temperature stations 
over this region from Pasadena east 
to San Dimas, and from Sierra Madre 
south of North Whittier Heights, near 
Puente to make as complete-a mini¬ 
mum temperature survey as possible

A Lb RED MANNING decided to commit suicide. He was 
04, discouraged, tired of life. Friends found him 
dead, on his knees by the bed. One end of a handker- 
ehiet was looped loosely about his neck. The other end 
was tied to a bedpost. 

This happened in London, England. 

Physicians, called to examine the dead man, said there 
were no signs of strangulation—on the outside of his neck 
or otherwise. 

The coroner’s jury, after hearing the doctors, returned 
a verdict that Manning, while attempting to strangle him¬ 
self, died by autosuggestion. 

In other words, he hypnotized himself into believing that 
he was dead. His heart, responding to his brain, stopped

point of view. 

As I am an ardent lover of the great 
outdoors, my first impression of the 
park bond scheme looked good. What 
more uplifting than that the poor 
from our city slums should have a 
chance to develop their emaciated 
lungs on something better than the 
fetid aid of our tenements? 

True, it would increase our taxes, 
which already are around the $100 per 
acre point—counting the dividends we 
have to pay for power, lights, etc. 

And, that the struggle for exist¬ 
ence might be eased somewhat, it 
might seem on superficial examination 
that the $30,000 would be of greater 
benefit to the community if spent in 
development of water and pow er from 
our own immediate resources. 

However, as I think it wise to w ork 
only along the lines mapped out for 
us by our leading authorities, I am 
now convinced, after extracting a very 
reluctant opinion from my former as¬ 
sociates in business and financial cir¬ 
cles that the scheme is unthinkable. 
The unanimous opinion was that it 
would not only increase our taxes to 
the confiscation point, but would so 
impair credit of our fair city that 
thereafter we would never be able to 
raise enough funds for our most mod¬ 
est educational requirements. 

I confess that these arguments im¬ 
pressed me at first though, as partak¬ 
ing too much of the materialistic con¬ 
ception of society. That there was any 
spiritual side to the question seemed 
to me to be ignored entirely. There¬ 
fore, I finally decided to be guided by 
the utterances of wisdom that have 
come from some of our leaders of 
ethical and religious thought on like 
occasions. They tell me that the peo¬ 
ple’s co-operative endeavors are decid¬ 
edly unchristian, unpatriotic, “even 
socialistic or worse”. "Look at North 
Dakota and Russia,” they say. I look 
and tremble at the thought that a like 
fate might soon be our portion. 

I remembered, too, that in my study 
of history, I read about a country 
called Palestine, and about a man 
called Jesus, ‘a disturber of the peace” 
who along with his followers changed 
the economic system and practiced 
communism, which you know is worse

ORANGE TREE IN CAL. 


HOW CHEAP 


E. B. Norman of Duarte, well 
known citrus grower, is claiming the 
honor of having the largest orange 
tree in California. The tree, which 
ranchers in this district believe to be 
the largest in the state, at present 
stands a little over thirty feet in 
height. It was thirty-five feet tall 
some time ago, however, but Mr. Nor¬ 
man was forced to cut when fumi¬ 
gating, because no tent could be 
found large enough to cover it. It is 
five feet in circumference a foot above 
the ground. 

The giant is a seedling which was 
planted in 1876 by A. C. Thompson of 
Duarte, the originator of the Thomp¬ 
son Improved and Navelencin oranges. 
It yields about 40 to 43 boxes a sea¬ 
son at the present time, but when 
younger the average was over 50 
boxes. It is one of 88 seedlings on 
Mr. Norman’s ranch.

At the last meeting of the executive 
committee of the Citrus Growers De¬ 
partment of the Farm Bureau, Chair¬ 
man M. B. Rounds, of Azusa, appoint¬ 
ed a special committee to confer with 
Horticultural Commissioner Ryan with 
regard to the desirability of regulat¬ 
ing the large number of so-called 
“tree doctors.” 

Arcording to reports presented by 
members of the committee, as well as 
by members of the Extension Service, 
there are many of these men who 
charge considerably more for their 
work than is justified and in numer¬ 
ous cases not only has their treat¬ 
ment failed to control the diseases for 
which the trees were treated, but seri¬ 
ous injury has followed, in some cases 
amounting to the loss of nearly 50 per 
cent of the trees treated. In view of 
the large amount of money expended 
annually for the treatment of trunk 
and root diseases by the citrus grow¬ 
ers of the county and the fact that 
simple and cheap methods of treat¬ 
ment have been developed by the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture, the members of 
the committee expressed the feeling 
that it might be well to investigate 
the possibilities of regulating these

All this time, he was unable to light a lire. His fur sleep¬ 
ing bag kept him from freezing to death. 

His feet, frozen before he dragged himself to shelter, 
drove him nearly crazy with pain. In desperation he am¬ 
putated the toes of his left foot, using a jackknife. 

When found by a squad of Canadian Mounted Police, 
McCleery still was bravely fighting for life. They rushed 
him to Fort Norman, where surgeons amputated one foot. 
You will be glad to know that this heroic man will live. 
And isn’t it a monumental lesson to the rest of us, his 
courage and grit in the face of seemingly insurmountable 
obstacles ? 

At times, all of us get discouraged, often on account of 
obstacles and disappointments that are trivial compared 
with the hardships endured by McCleery. Surely his ex¬ 
ample should be kept in mind and give us the determi¬ 
nation to battle and overcome our problems. McCleery 
showed what is possible for the person who refuses to ad¬ 
mit defeat. ^ ^
